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REMARKS 



Claims 1-37 are pending in the application. Claims 1-6, 9-10, 13-14, 19-24, 27- 
28 and 31-33 are amended, and claims 15-18 and 34-37 are withdrawn with this 
response. The claim amendments made herein are not narrowing amendments, and 
no new matter is added. 

The Office Action dated April 8, 2005 indicates that claims 1-37 are subject to a 
restriction requirement, and requests election among claims drawn to a method and 
apparatus for processing a differential PAM signal (Group A: claims 1-14 and 19-33), 
and a method and apparatus for controlling a gain of a DSP (Group B: claims 15-18 
and 34-37). Applicants hereby elect Group A corresponding to claims 1-14 and 
19-33 without traverse.
